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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Francestown:— 


Herewith is submitted my second annual report on the 
condition of your schools, the statistical report being for the 
year ending Aug. 31st. 1920. 


ScHOOL BUILDINGS 


In my last report I mentioned the fact that it was the policy 
of the State Board of Education that, tn time, every school 
district in the state should possess school buildings of an adequate 
standard, so that every child in the state should attend school 
in a sanitary building, suitably lighted, properly cared for, 
and adequately equipped with the requisite amount of school 
appliances necessary to conduct successfully the process of 
education. What steps Francestown has taken toward this 
end the following will show. 


At the number four school a partition has been put in which 
excludes the light from the right of the pupil, so that now all 
the light that strikes the pupils desk comes from the left and 
rear. The walls and ceiling have been repaired which adds 
greatly to the general appearance of the room. A new Kaustine 
toilet has been installed; this to take the place of the old out 
door toilet which was in such bad condition. 


At the village school the following has been done. A part 
of the primary room has been partitioned off, making a some- 
what smaller room, and improving the lighting and heating 
problem. The part of the room partitioned off has been con- 
verted into two toilets, one for the boys and one for the girls, 
in both of which the Kaustine system has been installed. There 
is also another small room which can be made into a supply 
room, and used in place of the very unsatisfactory room in the 
attic. 

At the Academy a portion of the large assembly room has 
been partitioned off, thereby making amuchsmaller room. This 
is more suitable from all points of view, and especially when 
the heating question is considered, the room now available 
much easier to heat. 

The above are the main improvements made on the school 
buildings during the year, and they make a very distinct advance 
toward bringing the school buildings of the district up to 
standard. 
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ATTENDANCE 

An examination of the statistical table for the year ending 
Aug. 31st. 1920 does not give us the same cause for congratula- 
tion as does the improvement in the buildings. The per cent. 
of attendance for the year was only 84.4%. This is a poor 
record. Of course, the weather conditions of last year might 
be offered in part explanation for the low record, but it could 
not account for it entirely, as the schools were closed during a 
part of the worst period. The attendance for the first 18 weeks 
of this year is encouraging as it shows a decided improvement 
over last year, the per cent. being 92.2. 


ORGANIZATION 

The organization of the Academy and the Junior High School 
has been modified somewhat since last year. The School Board 
has assumed control of the management of the Academy. 
As a result the 8th. grade and the first year High class are 
together in the Academy building. The work of the first year 
in the High School has been so organized that it has received the 
approval of the State Department, so that now it is the equiv- 
alent to the first year i any High School in the state, and 
pupils would not have to repeat any part of it if they went away 
to another High School. It was thought best to confine the 
work this year to these two classes, namely, the 8th. grade, 
and the first year High. If the demand should arise I think it 
would be possible to add a second year to the High School 
course by changing the organization slightly. 


TEACHERS 

The district was fortunate in being able to retain all the 
teachers of last year, so that at the beginning of the fall term no 
teacher was new to her school. This is a distinct advantage, 
and the work of the school is bound to show it. The results of 
several standardized tests and drills which the teachers have 
given in their schools discloses the fact the schools in Frances- 
town are well up to standard in the different school subjects. 


Mepicat INSPECTION 
All the pupils in the schools were examined during the spring 
by Dr. E. D. Stevens. The following was the result of the 


examination. 


Defective vision - 18 
Defective hearing 3 
Hyertrophied tonsils 17 
Adenoids 4 


Enlarged glands 2 
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All the cases found were reported to the parents. ‘The fact 
ought to be emphasized that unless the defects discovered are 
attended to by the parents the good results of the inspection 
are not realized. Simply to know of a defect and not try to 
remedy it is of no particular value. 


Cost oF EDUCATION 


The increasing cost of schools and. of everything pertaining 
to education is a fact, viewed by some with anxiety and ap- 
prehension, and by others with a keen appreciation of the 
necessity of keeping the training of the youth of the country 
at the maximum of efficiency. It is a fact, of course, that the 
cost of education has greatly increased. If it were not so, we 
might justly surmise that its efficiency was being lowered. 
In the rapid rise in the cost of all kinds of human activity it is 
not to be wondered at that education has felt the effect. That 
it has responded in undue proportion to this rising tide“is, we 
may safely assert, not the case. Probably the reverse is true, 
and if comparative figures were at hand we should find that 
the costs of schools have not increased at the same rapid rate 
of many other forms of activity. However this may be all 
realize, probably, as never before the necessity of keeping the 
schools at a maximum of efficiency. If this involves greatly 
increased costs this must be met, with an added determination 
that full value must be returned for the expenditure involved. 
This is the important phase of the question. If the schools 
are to cost a great deal more we may justly demand that they 
return more to the community in a fuller development of the 
boys and girls resulting in a richer civic and economic life. 

In all the present unrest and turmoil which is sweeping over 
* the country we must look to the schools as one of the stabalizing 
factors in the situation. And especially is this true in a democ- 
racy such as ours where the general intelligence of the people 
is the prime condition of stability. Therefore no community 
can afford to let its school deteriorate, not only because of the 
calamitous results to itself, but also, because of the danger 
involved to the state and nation as well. No community can 
be a law unto itself. It touches other communities in so many 
important ways that a weakness in anything so vital as education 
is bound to affect the whole. 

In closing may I express my hearty appreciation of the 
help and cooperation of the School Board during the past year, 
and of the interest of the community in the welfare of the 
schools.
